ROMANCE OF a 
Course of History Changed By a Sore 
- Tooth or a Torpid Liver. 

Sir Arthur Oonan Doyle, speakii 
to some London medical students, tol 
several stories illustrating, what he 
eolled “the romance. of medicine.” . 

The fashion ‘of wearing wigs, for 
instance, ‘was due.to a skin disease 
which produced bald patches on the 
august head of Francis 1. of France. 
H. got a wig and his courtiers foilow- 
eu suit, just as they all whispered 
when he had an attack of laryngitis. 

“One can trace for many yeurs,” 
says the same authority in The Lan- 
ce., “certainly from 1808, the inception 
of that disease which killed Napviecon 
at St. Helena in 1821. In 1802 Bour- 
tienne said: ‘I have often seen hin: at 
Malmason lean against the right arm 
of his chair and unbuttoning tis cout 
ser aabaiaees exciaim, “‘What pain | 
teel !’” 

“That was perhaps the first allusion 
to his stomacnic and bepatic trouble; 
but from thed onward it continually 
appeared, like Banquo at the banquet. 


| He could scatter tne hosts of Kurope 


and alter his kingdoms, but he was 
powerless against the mutinous celis 
of his own mucous membrane. 

“Again and again he had attacks 
of letnargy, amounting almost w col- 
lapse, at moments when all his ener- 
gy was most required. At the crisis 
ot Waterloo be nad such an attack 
and sat his horse like a man uazed 
for hours of the action.

‘there have been many criticisiis—not 
unnatural oues—vof tis petty, queru 
lous and uudignitied attituue during 
his captivity, vut if bis critics kuew 
what it was to digest their food with 
an organ ““hich had hardly a square 
inch of healthy tissue upon it they 
would perhaps take a more generou- 
view of the couduct of Napoleon. ur 
my own part | think that his fort 
tude was never more shown than dur- 
vi 


ing those years—the best _proot 
which was tuut his guardians had 
uo notion how ill he was until within 


au few days of his actual death. 

“History abounds with examples ot 
what I have called the romauce ot 
medicine. Look at the men, for ex 
ample, who were the prime movers fu 
the French Revolution. ‘lhey were a 
diseased company-—a pathological mu 
seum. Was Marut’s view of lite taiut 
eu by bis loatusome skin disease, 
for which he was taking hot batus 
when Charlotte Corday cut him off? 
W.> the incorruptible but  bilious 
Robespierre the victim of his own liv- 
er? Was Couthon’s heart embittered 
by his disfigured limbs? 

“These are the problems where 
medicine infringes upon history und 
these are the illustrations of the philo- 
sophy which is only open to the 
~/ Seal thinker. How many times 
io 4%he most important Lisiomeal ue 
velopments appear to depend upon 
smail physical causes? There is, for 
example, the case of the revocation ot 
the Edict of Nantes. By this measure 
the whole history of France bas been 
profoundly modified, because by that 
action there were driyen forth the 
Huguenots. 

“Now, how came Louig XIV., who 
had always held out upon this point, 
to give wuy at last to the pressure ol 
Mme. de Maintenon and his clerical 
advisers? The answer lay in one of 
his molar teeth. It is historical tnat 
he had for some ménths had twoth- 
ache, caries, abscess of the jaw aud 
finally a sinus which required opera 
tion, and it was at thia time, when 
ie was puthologically abnormal and 
irritable, that he took the step which 
bas modiiied history.

This holds good 
even when your food list is carefully 
censored by a physician. The best of 
them will make mistakes. Find out in 
time what is wrong. 

Don't diet to excess at any time. 
Women often go to the point of weak- 
ening their entire systems by injudi- 
ciously following a doctor's advice. 

Common sense and moderation are 
good things to hold to in the matter of 
food. 


Care of the Feet.

tective covering for’ muscle, bone and 
otifer underlying structures. ‘ 

It is a fact, bowever, that the skin 
is a vital organ and that. paralysis of 
its functions would result in death. 

One of the most important functions 
of the skin ix to regulate the body 
beat. This it does largely through the 
evaporation of water brought to the 
surface by the sweat glands. It has 
been estimated that there are about 
2,000,000 of these glands In the skin 
of the average individual and tbat 
they daily pour out from one to three 
pihts of water containing salts and 
waste products. 

In very warm weatber this loss ts 
quite apparent, but in ordinary weath 
er we ure not conscious of it, and it 
is termed insensible perspiration. 

When the air contains a great deal 
of moisture and the weather man re 
ports excessive humidity, the evapora 
tion of moisture from the skin 1x re- 
tarded and great discomfort results. 
The reverse condition obtains, of 
course, when the air is dry. 

Understanding the functions of the 
skin, we can readily comprehend what 
grave injury to other organs may re- 
sult if these functions are suspended. 

When the weather becomes suddeniy 
cold the blood vessels of the akin con- 
tract, and a greater burden is thrown 
upon the kidneys, which at once be- 
come more active, if they are able to 
respond. When the skin is not in a 
healthy condition its heat regulating 
and waste excreting functions are 
chronically disturbed, with the result 
that other organs must bear the bur- 
den. This means that the bodily re- 
sistance to disease is lessened. 


Structure of the Skin. 

The skin is composed of two layers— 
the epidermis, or what is termed the 
“scarf skin,” and the derma, or “true 
skin.” The epidermis is compused of 
several layers of epithelial cells, which 
act as A protective coating for the 
derma. The derma contains the seba- 
ceous or oil glands, the sweat glands.

nerves, etc. 

The cells of the epidermis are con 
stantly drying up and are removed by 
bathing and the friction of the clothes 

To maintain a healthy action of the 
skin the daily bath is important. Mil- 
lions of people seem to get along fair- 
ly well without bathing, but millions 
of people bave died before their time 
in consequence of neglecting such by- 
gienic measures as are now known to 
promote good health and resistance to 
disease. 

A daily cold bath should be taken 
by all who can react from the shock 
without feeling “shivery” and chilled

For the more delicate a daily tepid | 


bath, with light sponging or spraying 
of neck and chest with cool water, will 
assist in maintaining a proper tone to 
the circulation of the skin and fortify 
against colds, bronchitis, pneumonia 
and tuberculosis. 


Importance of Cleansing Scalp. 

A great deal of time and money are 
wasted in trying to make bair grow in 
poor soil. It is a curious but illumi- 
nating: fact that it it is quite as diff- 
cult to destroy superfluous hair as it 
ts to induce hair to grow where it is 
desired. ‘These facts are readily ac- 
counted for when we consider that the 
papillae, upop which the growth of 
bair depends,-are located deeply in the 
layers of the true skin, where neither 
hair tonics por hair destroyers can 
reach them. 

It is true of the scalp as of all other 
parts of the body that it is easier to 
prevent disease than to cure Pre- 
vention of dandruff, which is the usual 
cause of baldness, isnot ordinarily a 
difficult matter. Sometimes this con- 
dition as well as falling of the hair is 
due to a debilitated nervous system, 
which must first be treated before lo- 
cal measures are of much avail. 
average individual, however, can pre- 
vent dandruff and resultant baldness 
by keeping the scalpclean. 

The scalp is prone! to collect dirt. 
dust and germs. Dandruff is thought 
by some to be due to a germ, but this 
is all the greater reason for frequently 
cleansing the scalp. 


Shampooing and Scalp Massage. 

A mistaken idea exists that the hair 
is injured by frequent washing. As a 
rule, both sealp and hair are benefited 
thereby provided they are carefully 
dried. Neglect fo dry the bair leads 
to decomposition at the roots and im- | 
pairment of its vigor. In the summer 
time exposure to the sunlight will as- 
sist in thorough drying. In the win- 
ter time hot towels should be used.

Since the opening of a Mete 
orological Station in Blairmore 
by the Dominion Government 
it is no longer of advantage for 
anyone to go from shop to shop 
secking for a thermometer that 
shall register lower in winter 
and higher in summer than the 
thermometers of his neighbors. 
It will still be possible to have 
the satisfaction which comes 
from: remarking casually that 
“at five o'clock this morning 
my thermometer registered 
41}° below zero.” But we shall 
be able to corroborate or dis- 
prove the statement of the man 
who says that “it was 50° below 
zero last night and would have 
been colder if my thermometer 
had been longer on the lower 
end.” 

The station was estahlished 
last July through the efforts of 
R. W. Coulthard, and daily ob-

since then. 
as is usually established where 
there are only. volunteer ob- 
servers: It consists of a rain 
gauge and two thermometers 
with a shed to protect them 
from the sun. The .thermome- 
ters are carefully made by a re- 
liable firm for the Weather 
Bureau, and before being sent 
out are thoroughly tested and 
compared with the standard 
thermometers in the head ob- 
servatory. One thermometer 
is specially constructed to re- 
cord the highest temperature 
reached during the twenty-four 
hours, and the other has a dif- 
ferent construction to show the 
lowest temperature. As mer- 
cury becomes solid at -39.5" the 
tube of this thermometer is 
filled with spirit in order to cor- 
rectly record low temperatures, 
and the tube is long enough to 
register the most extreme cold 
likely to be encountered in this 
latitude. Observations are 
made every twenty-four hours 
and the thermometers re-set 
for the next day. : 
The highest temperature re- 
corded was during July when 
for two days in succession the 
mercury: rose to 92.7" The 
night after the snow storm in 
August it fell to 15.5°. The 
lowest reached up to the end of 
1910 was -11.5°, but on New 
Years Day it droppede to -30°. 
The precipitation for the last 
six months of 1910 was 9.8 in- 
ches. The latitude of the sta- 
tion is given as 49° 40’ North,
